Widespread speculation ‘as to fu- 
ture Soviet policies because of re 
cent governmental shakeups pro- 
vides a neat background for this 
fear propaganda.

) What Kind of Taxes Do We Want? 


Conceiving it in the public interest and 
necessary to the educational future that 
the State at least +have some discussion 
on the tax referendum to be voted on 
April 5, we suggest that a little cold 
turkey talk on the taxes remains in order. 


An effort is being made to stampede 
the State in the name of education. Edu- 
cation is one of our foundation stones 
and has been since this newspaper was 
founded in 1868. We believe it is neces- 
sary that friends of education not allow 
education and its great needs to be used 
as a political club or an emotional lever 
by those who have ulterior motives. 

Some sort of tax must be paid. 

It will have to be either a sales tax or 
a series of tax increases on items already 
taxed. The people know almost nothing 
of what is proposed. The State will 
bring tragedy on us all if it does not fun- 
damentally reform the tax structure. 


Let us have done with the sugary ap- 
proach that all we have to do is‘to vote 
for taxes and the desired ends are at- 
tained. That is one of the growing weak- 
nesses of this State and country—to seek 
always the easy way out and to postpone 
final decision. 

If we adopt a tax system which will 
hurt business and prevent the industrial 
development of the State, then we will 
have done great harm to education even 
though we raise additional money for the 
present. The Atlanta Constitution would 
like to assume that what the school peo- 
ple and the voters want is a program 
which will be productive across the fu- 
ture years and not a program which 
will have to be abandoned within a few 
seasons. 

So let us begin again. We will get 
either a sales- tax or a series of tax in- 
creases on items alreidy taxed. It is 
estimated that a three percent sales tax

would bring in about $50,000,000. A two 
percent sales tax brings in almost that 
much in Tennessee. Proponents of a sales 
tax argue that basically it is the fairest 
tax and the widest spread, reaching thou- 
sands who pay no direct State tax. 

The opposition supports a plan of in- 
creased taxes on special items. That plan 
would add two cents tax to each gallon 
of gasoline; two cents to each pack of 
cigarettes, a 10 percent increase on smok- 
ing tobacco; a 20 percent tax on all movie 
and entertainment tickets, a one-cent tax 
on soft drinks; a two-cent increase in 
beer taxes. 

So much for the. so-called luxuries. 
The plan then becomes more or less per- 
sonal. Income tax would be increased 
by raising the amount to be paid, by 
lowering the deductions and by eliminat- 
ing the right to deduct the Federal taxes 
from the State income taxes. 

For business this plan proposes to in- 
crease the tax on corporations from five 
and one half percent to eight percent. 

This would serve to make a company 
planning to come South seek out a State 
which had a sound tax system-and one in 
which the Legislature was not every year 
adding special tax increases to individ- 
uals and business. In the long run this 
would be harmful to the support of edu- 
cation. 

We suggest that civic clubs in each 
county contribute enough money to the 
county election committee so that special 
ballots may be printed and put into the 
box at the same time the people vate on 
April 5 on which ballots the people of 
each county could express their wishes as 
to what sort of system of tax increases 
they want. This would not cost much. 
It would be a public service. 


We need to think this thing out and

This was not a new idea. Thomas Jefferson first seriously 
proposed it at the time he wanted to put into the Constitution of 
the United States a proviso against slavery. It is not fair to the 
newspaper reader or the student to suggest fhat at the time the Con- 
stitution of our country was being drafted there was unanimous 
opinion that slavery was right and proper. 


Had there been in the South a strong leadership in the political 
field which would have seized on this opportunity and fought it 
through, the War could have been averted and there would have 
followed a movement of industry south and a migration of Negro 
population north to industries already established. The jntegration 
of the Negro population into the economy and political structure 
of the nation would have been gradual and lacking in haste and 


punitive motives. 

Tr a ed There developed what to me is the tragic history of 
gecy the South—the furious defense of a moral wrong 

which pbscured whatever was right about the South’s position 

in the eyes of the nation and the world. 


Slavery had been a New England idea. The Constitution did 

‘ allow it and defend it. Slaves were defined as property. The 

South had been encouraged to use them. The Supreme Court had 

sustained, in many decisions regulating slavery, the legality of the 

system. Even Lincoln, when elected, was sending word he did not 
intend to try to end slavery. 


But it was morally wrong and by 1855 the world had recug- 
nized it,as wrong. The radical Abolitionists were as bad as the 
It was our tragedy also that we 
were to have, when the war came, great and magnificent generals 
and soldiers and, with pitifully few exceptions, second-rate and 
astigmatic statesmen and politica] leaders. - 


Infuriated by the exaggerated and often false. barbs of the 
abolitionist movement, the South defiantly hugged the institution 
of slavery to its breast and made it “the keystone of the arch” of 
their Confederacy. 

They abandoned what was right and just in their position and, 
to the world, defended only what was morally wrong—slavery. 
When defeat came compromise and justice were overridden by the 
radical Republicans furiously determined to punish the South. 
Today One of the things which worries me most today, as a 

Southerner, is that in the filibuster in the Senate we 
were again jockeyed into an almost identical position. 


We defended what undoubtedly is a necessary factor in our 
system—the right of a minority to have enough power to limit 
a majority. We have seen that all absolute and unlimited power is 
dangerous—whether it be the power of a Hitler or a Stalin or a 
steam-roller majority in a city council, a legislature or a congress. 
Ri hts But the fight was on civil rights, and the nation and the 

g observing world, including the Russians, are witnessing 
what to them appears to have been a refusal of Southern Congress- 
men to iconsider at all the problem of civil and human rights. That 
is an unhappy and fatal situation. 

Though the South has won the filibuster the issue will remain. 
It will come back again and again until at last it is won, and when 
that happens common sense will go out the window and punitive, 
radical measures will-be enacted which even their makers later will 
regret. We may lose even that right of the minority to limit the 
majority. ' °

allow civil rights legislation. on lynching and the poll tax to come 
to the floor, and all else, including the FEPC, left out. If that be 
true, as I believe it to be, I think history will put a finger on it 
and say, “This should have been done.”

The antilynching bill, as before the Congress, is so watered down 
as to be largely meaningless. By taking that we would have settled 
the issue for years to come. Not many of the Northern constitu- 
ents want an FEPC. Fifteen States, to which the plan has been 
presented, have rejected it. California is among them. 

I hope that history again will not record that we lost all we had 
by refusing a compromise on civil rights. -.To me the word “victory” 
in the filibuster has an ominous sound.

quotations, are declining or disappearing as sup- 
plies become more abundant, with the result that 
the production costs of industrial consumers of 
these metals have decreased. 


Prices are also declining in other nonagricul- 
tural production lines. For instance, a large coal 
mining company has just announced a reduction 
in industrial coal prices. The downward trend 
in textile prices was reflected last week in ‘the 
bids received by the Army from textile manu- 
facturers on uniform cloth. Retail clearance sales 
are another significant sign of the relaxation of 
buying pressures that warrant a forecast of lower 
prices for a wide range of articles. 


In face of the evidence the President’s 
stubborn insistence that the country is still 
endangered by spiraling inflation may be 
regarded as a tactical move to gain support 
for his anti-inflation program. His failure 
to face the facts is more likely to alienate 
supporters than gain adherents. For when 
the head of the Government shows such poor 
judgment in appraising business trends, the 
publie will not be inclined to trust him with 


the extensive powers of control over prices 
and production for which he has asked. 


Public mistrust will be heightened, moreover, 
by the kind of advice that is being handed out 
so liberally by Leon Keyserling, one of the mem:- 
bers of the President’s Advisory Council, who 
loses no opportunity to expound and defend the 
Administration’s anti-inflation program. Mr. 
Keyserling’s record in helping to shape and ad- 
minister regulatory legislation indicates a bias in 
favor of Government intervention that is reflect- 
ed in his current speechmaking. He perceives 
a failure of some basic industries, such as steel, 
aluminum, and power, to increase their produc- 
tive capacities. P

realistic analysis of present trends, which is ob- 
viously designed to support demands for im- 
position of price controls and Government-fi- 
nanced expansion of basic industries.

Thus, there is a perfectly serious possibility that the cdn- 
servatives in Congress, worried about taxes and the budget, will 
either defeat the European rearmament program or gut it beyond 
recognition. This would transform the Atlantic Pact into a mere 
alliance of the defenseless, a compounding of weakness.

without further ado, a big round cheer for Sen. Allen J. Ellender, of Louisiana, 
who now holds the undisputed record for the longest continuous speech in the 
on his own. He did not have the help of quorum calls and other respites 


that usually keep a filibuster going and helped a couple of other senatofs many years ago to 
hold the floor longer than his 12 hours and 21 minutes. 


It is something, indeed, of which to be very 
proud. So, too, are some bits of rhetoric in 
which the Senator indulged, which are very 


reminiscent if you know anything of his past 


career. 

With brow furrowed ominously, the Sen- 
ator drew a fearsome picture of what might 
happen if the Administration won its way with 
a rule to check filibusters. It might then pro- 
ceed from a two-thirds vote rule to limit debate 
to a majority vote rule, and then it could dic- 
tate to Congress, could reorganize the courts, 
including the Supreme Court, and democratic 
government would be destroyed and the Con- 
stitution “be merely a piece of paper.” Just 
like that, to hear the Senator tell it. 

His gloomy forecast of coming doom was so 
horrendous and graphic that it seemed: to come 
almost from personal experience. Most vivid 
was his conclusion which he said might look 
“fantastic” but wasn’t, to wit: 


“The bureaucrats will have a slate of 
legislation all ready for Congress. The 
assembly line will go to work immedi- 
ately, and before the end of the week the 
Senate can start grinding out bills. This 
new-found majority power can probably 
do everything by the first of February, 
and then all of us can go home. When 
we get home we may find some soldiers 
in our back yard to make sure that no- 
body harms the efficient Senators, but 
that wili be ali right. It will be in the 
interest of efficiency.” 


He gave an almost exact description of 
what happened in Louisiana under the late 
Huey Long. The Senator should know. He was 
the Louisiana dictator’s right-hand lieutenant 
in the- Legislature, first as floor leader, then 
as speaker of the House. 

He sat in the speaker’s chair the night in 
November, 1934, when Huey stormed in, took 
the rostrum and read to the House a list of 
44 bills he wanted passed post-haste. His orders 


were carried out in 24 hours. As the Legisla- 
ture supinely voted his pleasure, Huey would 
whisper a humorous quip into the speaker’s 
ear, then cavort about the floor, cracking jokes 
and cracking, the whip. It was all hilarious 
and so much fun and done quickly so every- 
body could go back home. Huey had been 
elected United States Senator, but he stayed 
in the State to fix things up to his liking 
before he went to Washington, leaving a hand- 
ee ee in the Governor’s chair which he 
vacated. 


By that series of bills he took over the 
State completely, down to sheriff's of- 
fices. He was king. Allen Ellender took 
his orders, carried them out, and also 
took his share of the abuse that Huey 
poured, disdainfully, on his stooges. 


The present apostle of slow motion in the 
Senate, or no motion at all, was literally a 
legislative speed demon as Huey’s man. He 
was really efficient. This reporter was in the 
State in that era. It took the newspapers three 
or four days to go through the bills Huey had 
literally stuffed down the throats of his Legis- 
lature and find out just what they meant, to 
learn how tightly he had wrapped the chains 
about the State. 

Naturally, after all that, nothing any more 
could seem “fantastic” to Sen. Ellender. 

But the United States Senate is not the 
Louisiana Legislature. Sen. Ellender is unduly 
frightened over his own past. Huey Long came 
here and was a nuisance at times; but he never 
got anywhere with running the Senate, no more 
than has his lieutenant of those days. Huey was 
quite a filibusterer, himself, doing one stretch 
of 15 hours, the second longest on record. But 
he had the help of quorum calls and other in- 
terludes. His successor did it all by himself. 

Thereby, we assume, saving the Constitu- 
tion and preserving democratic government.

Can Censorship Protect Minorities? 


The following, written by the Chairman of the Board of the American Civil Liberties Union, 


is from The Saturday Review of Literature. 


A serious situation is arising in the field of civil liberties, through the current attempt of well- 
organized pressure groups to suppress the presentation of material in theaters, movies, and radio, 
which seems to be offensive to their feelings or dangerous to their interests. 


The case of Shakespeare’s “The Merchant of 
Venice” is much to the point. Some years ago 
Jewish individuals and groups began to object 
to the presentation of this great play upon the 
stage, or even to the study of its pages by boys 
and girls in high school or college. 

The reason for this action is, of course, Shy- 
lock, a Jew, not a very pleasant Jew, in fact a 
villain, rather a magnificent villain. To ex- 
an this character, it is argued, is to defame the 

ews. 

But does it? Are people generally so stupid 
as to transform a single personality into a gen- 
eral type? If so, then Italians must object, in 


sheer self-defense, to Iago, and Englishmen to

The organization of the Legion of Decency, 
go called, and its quiet but nonetheless effective 
work behind the scenes in Hollywood, is a con- 
Spicuous, and today perhaps the most impres- 
sive, illustration of what I mean by unofficial 
group censorship. 

What these minority groups are afraid of, in 
such cases as I have cited, is prejudice and per- 
secution which they should not in decency be 
asked to endure. : 

Returning to the opposition of Jewish people 
to “The Merchantgof Venice,” on grounds that 
it is defamatory and anti-Semitic, I am inclined 
I saw 
Henry Irving, years ago, play the greatest of 
Shylocks. His interpretation of the character was 
along heroic and tragic lines. I recall how out- 
raged I was by the elopement of Jessica, daugh- 
ter of Shylock, and by her stealing of her father’s 


ewels. In the trial scene my ‘pity was all for the 


ew in the hands of his persecutors. I was pro- 
foundly moved by the famous “hath not a Jew 
eyes” speech, ‘the noblest statement in our litera- 
ture of the Jew’s case. 


No anti-Semitism or other wickedness appears 
in these masterpieces of fictional or dramatic art. 
In the case of Negroes and Catholics, as little 


as of Jews, great writers are not concerned, in 


g 


any spirit of evil delight or intent, with preju- 
dice against their fellow-beings. They treat these 
groups, in other words, just as they treat the rest 
of the human race—as complexes of flesh and 
spirit, to be presented without apology or re 
proach. 


In the natural course of events, this im- 
pact of interpretation and criticism will fall 
now and then upon more or less helpless 
minority groups, who, goadéd to desperation, 
will feverishly demand protection. If grant- 
ed out of respect or pity, and some form of 
censorship established, then the flood of 
tyranny is loose. 


Suppression never intended or imagined in 
the beginning becomes in the end inevitable. An 
endless chain. of dictatorship is suddenly un- 


wound, and entwines in its fetters all the opera- . 


tions of the mind. 

“The proper study of mankind is man,” wrote 
Alexander Pope. But this study cannot be car- 
ried on with any success, if branch after branch 
of the human family is to be lopped off from 
consideration. 


And never, under any circumstances, if it 
is agreed that no weak or wicked character is 
ever to be identifiable as belonging to any par- 
ticular class or clan of humans! Right at that 
point would freedom end. 


For all this, in the last analysis, is only 
the old familiar question of liberty. Shall a 
man be free to speak and publish his ideas, 
however disagreeable or even dangerous they 
may appear to be? Shall other men be free 
to hear these ideas, in their own inquiry 
after truth, or perhaps in curious interest in 
the fallacies and fantasies of the human 
mind? Or shall we turn to censorship, and 
dictate what men shall or shall not think 
and speak? 


To the true libertarian, who trusts in the es- 
sential integrity of human nature and the well- 
tried processes of democracy, the chailenge is 
easy. He will not resort to censorship under any 
circumstances. 


But does this mean that men are to do noth- 
ing when they are viciously misrepresented or 
cruelly attacked? Are they to stand helpless 
against slander, false witness, and all untruth? 

Instead of outlawing serious literary and dra- 
matic works in which offensive or careless ma- 
terial appears, let the sensitively maimed rise 
up and protest. In a country such as ours, the 
very atmosphere is hospitable to tgith. Piat- 
form, pulpit, and printing press are everywhere 
available to reach and educate the public mind. 

It is all a matter of confronting errog with 
truth.

Paris has not listed Christian Dior as 


a tourist attraction, but the people in 
charge of such things may think of it any day. 3 


The little Frenchman who remarked impishly in Amer- 
ica a season or two ago “I know well zee women,” draws 
standing-room-only houses at each showing of his breath- 
taking collection, packing spectators so tight you can 
hardly tell where one mink coat leaves off and the other 


takes up. 


The women who have stables in Lake Forest, Winter in 
Monte Carlo and Summer in the Alps have entirely suc- 
cumbed to M. Dior and, listening to them sigh, you wonder 
where these apostles of fashion will go after they have seen 
Paree. It will be a pretty dull place to them all. 


To describe his costumes minutely would take columns, of 
course. His most memorable contribution this season has been 
the panel, and that alone could be discussed rhetorically for sev- 
eral pages. 


Silhouette Change—Again 


You see, Christian Dior started this sloping shoulders, tight- 
waisted, long-skirt trend we knew not long ago as the New Look. 
So, just as we had surrendered to it completely, he gave his fabrics 
a new twist and changed the silhouette all over again. 


He decreed shorter skirts . . . 14 inches from the floor, tighter 
skirts, so hobbled they barely could be used in locomotion, and 
then, to undo any effect of demureness caused by the suggestion 
of a return to old-fashioned modesty, he slit the skirt to the knee 
and the neck to the waistline. 


On his models it looks good . . . and his people hasten to assure 
you that since everything in France is custom-tailored for each 
client, nothing. so brash as this will find its way into the home of 
a possessive, jealous husband. sae 


The panel, then, in the hands of M. Dior, was to cover up any 
effect of skimpiness and give an optical illusion of fullness and 
freedom. They call the whole thing “La Ligne ‘TrompeL’Oeil’” 
... fool the eye. In repose, you see one picture. In movement, 
you see another. Two are always better than one. . 


Dior fabrics are audacious and ingenious. For instance, he 
has wrapped one model wearing a drift of pink organdy into a coat 
of heavy pink cotton lace. He uses purple blue linen . . . the exact 
shade of a lowering cloud in late afternoon .. . for a duster cov- 
ering a dress of soft lilac shantung, belted with amethysts. 


Dior Hats Are Different 


A garnet-red belted linen coat has been teamed with one of 
his famous one-sided hats, with the elongated brim just touching 
the shoulder on one side and disappearing on the other. Dior hats 
are different. You can have a cap as tight as a bathing cap, or 
frame your short cut with a canopy of ostrich feathers, or... if 
you are the cloche type, you can buckle your patent-leather belt 
around a little natural-straw mushroom shape and feel entirely ap- 
proved by those who know. One new shape, a tiny Medici crown, 
was presented several times with afternoon and evening clothes. 


There are several big-occasion’ gowns in the Dior collection 
that are said to take four girls all day merely pressing them, and 
another, a gown of solid appliqued flowers. 


You forget to look for the usual in the Dior salon. It is no 
shock to see a long train on a short white satin evening dress, 
and I must have been the only person that gasped when I saw 
the sable wrap he had made out of one sleeve and a stole. On one 
side the model was conveniently cloaked. On the other she was 
wrapped in a scarf of wondrous fur. 


Dog Collars to Bibs 


He is using many pearls, fashioned in everything from dog col- 
lars to bibs, and artificial flowers in that land where you can buy 
violets on every corner are nothing to apologize for. A red carna- 
tion or a pink rose or a spray of white lilac seemed as effective 
as the costume jewelry as luminous as a stained-glass window. 


We are accustomed to seeing Louis heels . . . those old-fashioned 
shoes with hour-glass heels, but they look new in Paris in pearl 
gray satin. They were skipping around in blond tones, too. 


I am convinced models in Paris train something like 
jockeys do at home.

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It is Heplorable that the term 
“shutout bid” has gained so 
wide a’ vogue. As I- view it, 
there really is no such thing. I 
am opposed to the fundamental 
concept of any procedure that 
undertakes to silence partner 
without a knowledge of what he 
has. Such conduct somehow 
impresses me as arrogant. It 
would appear ito be more logical 


practice for a player to describe 
the nature of his own hand, 
whether it be good or bad, and 
permit partner to act-on the 
basis of that information. It is 
true that certain bids are in- 
tended to describe a hand that 
is lacking in high cards, but 
their usesshould by no means 
require partner to hold his 
tongue if he has the where- 
withal to move forward. 

A raise from one Heart to 
three Hearts describes a strong 
hand containing high card 
strength and trump support. A 
raise from one Heart to four 
Hearts, however, describes a 
hand with ample trump support 
and distribution, but not much 
in the way of high card strength.

Had they been massed in the 
West hand his contract would 
have been secure. But we are 
not inclined to shed a tear for 
Mr. South because it was a dis- 
aster which he might have and 
should have avoided.

highways safer by detecting the 


Visual defects of motorists was presented to Gov. Talmadge and Col. 


George Wilson, Director of Public 
Georgia Optometric Association. 

’ The Association’s Motorists Vi- 
gion Committee recommended this 
six-point program: 

- 1. Enforcement of existing vi- 
gion requirements for drivers. 

2. Additional vision require- 
ments to bring Georgia up to the 
point necessary for safety. 

3. Visual re-checks on all driv- 


ers every four years. 

4. Complete and accurate rec- 
ords to be kept by the Department 
of Public Safety on the part faulty 
Vision plays in accidents. 

5. Safe-driver clinics to be at- 
tended by accident repeaters, with 
vision tests being given. 

6. Scientific marking of high- 
ways, with respect to vision. 


The recommendations are the re 
sult of a year’s study of the high- 
way accident problem in Georgia 
and of research into what other 
States are doing. 


Spokesmen pointed out that their 
plan is not a move to deprive peo- 
ple of driving privileges, but a pro- 
gram to find those motorists who 
are visually deficient and call it to 
their attention so they may com- 
pensate for it.

a worry.” He sounds to me like 
a fellow who knows his trees. 

My chief interest lies in his 
work with honey locusts. He 
has a variety of honey locust 
which he calis the Millwood (I 


believe he got the original in 
Georgia), which produced feed 
for cattle, hogs and mules, to 
the amount of 200 pounds of 
pods per tree at the age of eight 
years. This adds up in feeding 
value (according to Auburn) to 
125 bushels of oats per acre. 
There’s another angle that in- 
trigues me. This same honey 
locust tree could provide shelter 
from frost and excessive sun- 
shine for pastures of bluegrass, 
orchard grass, or fescue and |& 
clover, while it is providing that 
upstairs feed. Russell Smith 
calls this “second-story farm- 
ing,” and it is well worth inves- 
tigating.
